Spinach is such a good vegetable 


that It should be served often in vari- 


ous ways. Wash and 
boil until 
tender 


two pounds of spin* 
ach, drain, chop 
flue and place In • 
saucepan 
with • 


quarter of a pouni 
of butter. Let it 
simmer until well 


mixed, adding salt to taste. Remove 
from the heat, add a pinch of nutmeg, 
a tablespoonful of grated cheese and 
two beaten eggs. Have ready some sea- 
soned broth of chicken or any stock 
or milk and water, pour boiling hot 
into the spinach. Let simmer together 
for three or four minutes, then remove 
uncovered to a hot oven. Serve with 
croutons. 


Creamed Macaroni.—Have a good 


steed saucepan of boiling water well 
salted, drop in three fourths of a pound 
of macaroni, an onion stuck with two 
cloves and a tablespoonful of butter, 
cook rapidly for 46 minutes, then drain, 
remove the onjon and replace the 
saucepan with a quarter of a cupfnl 
each of Parmesan and Swiss cheese, 
grated, a dash of pepper and nutmeg 
and a half pint of well seasoned broth, 
and four tablespoonfuls of cream. Cook 
five minutes, and serve before the 
cheese gets ropy. 


Polenta.—Into three pints of fast 


boiling water put a tablespoonful of 
olive oil and a pinch of salt, sprinkle 
in gradually one pint of corn meal, 
stir and cook until smooth, then allow 
to cook two hours or longer. Stir 
occasionally, and cook in a double 
boiler; then there is no fear of scorch- 
ing Have ready some thickened gravy 
and a half pint of strained thickened 
tomato. Fill a baking dish with the 
cooked mush, gravy, and tomato, alter- 
nating them in layers. Sprinkle the 
top layer with grated cheese, place in 
the oven and cook until brown.

ALWAYS POSSIBILITY OF ONE'S 


WORDS BEING OVERHEARD. 


Widespread Eavesdropping Has Be- 


come a Common Thing—Are Also 


Being Used to Save Time 


In Commercial Houses. 


Wherever you go nowadays there's 


eery likely to be a dictograph listen- 
Ing to every word you say and trans- 
mitting the sound of your voice to 
somebody whose ears perhaps you 
don't care at all about having your 
conversation reach. In New York city 
It is said 50 dictographs are purchased 
every week by jetftous husbands and 
wives, but Qio ttuniLer of these de- 
vices used for such doubtful domestic 
purposes is small compared wfth those 
which are being installed for com- 
mercial purposes In offices, stores and 
factories. 
. 


The use of the dictograph to secure 


evidence in a number of sensational 
criminal cases has made the public 
quite familiar with the methods by 
which it makes widespread eaves- 
dropping possible. 
The transmitter 


is a little disk so small that only a 
careful search will reveal it when put 
In place behind a picture or some- 
where else on the wall. This trans- 
mitter is so sensitive that it will carry 
every sound uttered in a room for long 
distances. Carefully concealed wires 
connect it with the receiving-end of 
the apparatus, which is often dis- 
guised as a paper weight or hidden 
away in a desk. 


The work of paying tellers In many 


large banks is greatly simplified by 
the use of the0dlctograph. When a de- 
positor calls to -withdraw a large 
amount the teller may not be sure 
that the account shows a sufficient 
balance to cover the withdrawal, but 
he does not like to offend by stating 
his doubts. 


So the teller presses a button to sig- 


nal a bookkeeper to put his ear to the 
other end of the dictograph system, 
whose transmitter Is concealed In the 
teller's counter. Then the teller picks 
up the check and remarks casually 
but distinctly enough for the dicto- 
graph to carry his words: "Two thou- 
sand dollars. How will you have it, 
Mr. Blank?" 


This question is the signal for the 


bookkeeper to turn to the ledger and 
see if Mr. Blank's account is good for 
$2,000. If it is he quickly signals the 
teller by, ringing a buzzer once; if it is 
not, he gives two rings. 


In large safety deposit concerns 


much tiresome running back and forth 
Is saved by having the clerks in the 
vaults and the bookkeepers In the 
offices work with dictograph receivers 
fastened to their ears and transmitters 
on their chests. The wires connecting 
them run down their trousers legs and 
trail along the floor. 


Claim agents of many corporations 


find the dictograph of service in de- 
tecting fraudulent claims for damages. 
Each, claimant 
his his 
witnesses 


are made to wait for a few minutes in 
a very 
completely 
"dlctographed" 


room. If the claim is fraudulent they 
are likely to take this opportunity to 
rehearse their stories and agree on 
the testimony they are going to give. 
But their every whisper is heard and 
taken down by a stenographer in an 
Inner office, and the best laid plans are 
often thus exposed by the conspirators 
themselves.

lack of oxygen plays no part. The ef- 
fect Is wholly due to an Increased pro- 
duction of carbonic acid stimulating 
'the respiratory center, which respond* 
proportionally 
On very violent ex- 


ertion at sea level, however, and am 
even moderate exertion at a great al- 
titude, the oxygen supply to the tis- 
sues of the body la temporarily Insuf- 
ficient. 


Substances other than carbonic acid, 


such as lactic acid, are produced, and, 
when these substances/reach the re- 
spiratory centers by xthe way of the 
blood they excite it to such activity 
that one overbjeathes. 
That Is, the 


violent panting ventilates the carbon- 
ic acid out of the blood more rapidly 
than the body Is producing it. 
The 


substances which thus overestimate 
the respiratory center are not vola 
tile and cannot be given off by way 
of the lungs, but they appear to be 
rather rapidly oxydized In the blood, 


When the carbonic acid has been 


considerably diminished a part of the 
stimulus to the respiratory center is 
removed so that one can breathe mow 
moderately—that is, one gets his "sec- 
ond wind." When the exertion stops, 
the production of the stimulating sub" 
stances ceases, and the quantity ol 
carbonic acid In the blood having been 
reduced below the amount necessary 
to stimulate " the respiratory center, 
one falls Into a period of apnoea fol- 
lowed by Cheyne-Stokes breathing, 
like an engine with a sensitive gov- 
ernor and no flywheel. Breathing 
oxygen under these conditions hastens 
the combustion of the acid substances 
which have accumulated in the bloodt 
—Yale Review.

up in the North sea by a German sub> 
marine, was named after one of Eng- 
land's most daring admirals, Baron 
Edward Hawke.

His great achievement 
was the destruction of the French 
fleet of De Constans, near Quiberon, 
on November 21, 1759. Havke sight- 
ed the enemy off the Morblhan.

Preterit War la Matter for 


Keen Regret. 


Reims cathedral, partly destroyed 


during the recent bombardment, waa 
regarded as the Westminster abbey 
of France. 
On itu site, according to 


legend, Clovls was baptized in the 
fifth century, and there Joan of Arc 
saw the consecration of Charles VII. 
There alsso, the kings of France were, 
crowned and anointed. 


Two of the^chlef features of the 


cathedral, which dates back to 1211, 
were the most famous roee window 
of the world, almost forty feet in di- 
ameter, and the 530 statues adorning 
the portals and facades, including 42 
colossal statues of French kings. 
Near the north portal was one of the 
masterpieces of Gothic sculpture, rep- 
resenting the "Last Judgment," with 
a figure of Christ In the attitude of 
benediction. 


The interior was world-renowned 


for its exquisite stained glass, its six- 
teenth-century tapestries and great 
organ, one of the finest in Europe. 


Although not quite BO rich in his- 


torical interest, the cathedral of Notre 
Dame in Paris is more ancient than 
that of Reims, the main building hav- 
ing been begun in the twelfth cen- 
tury. ' It is said that If the pillars of 
Notre Dame could speak they might 
tell the whole history of France. The 
only coronation celebrated there was 
that of Henry VI of England in 1431. 


Perhaps the finest feature of Notre 


Dame In Paris is the Sainte Chapelle, 
built by St. Louis in 1245-8 for the re- 
ception of the various relics which he 
brought from the Holy Land. 
This 


chapel is perhaps the greatest exist- 
ing masterpiece of Gothic art. 


Amiens cathedral is another of 


France's thirteenth century churches 
to which the world pays visits. This 
was the church which Ruskin and 
other people have described as "the 
finest existing medieval 'structure." 
Its 
incomparable 
facade, 
galleries 


filled with the statues of kings, its 
superb windows and tapestries, and 
above all its beautiful choir-stalls and 
chapels, make the Amiens cathedral 
incomparable in many respects.^ 


Of special historical interest to the 


English is the cathedral of Rouen, for 
it was there that the heart of Richard 
Coeur de Lion was buried prior to Its 
being removed to the Museum of An- 
tiquities. Another interesting fact re- 
garding the Rouen cathedral is that 
the notable south tower was built at 
the end of the fifteenth century with 
what was termed "indulgence" money, 
received by the church for permission 
to eat butter during Lent. 


The glorious cathedral of Chartres, 


built chiefly between 1194 and 1260, 
is noted for its solidity as well as 
beauty, one of its two spires being 
generally regarded as the most beau- 
tiful on the continent. Like most oth- 
er famous French cathedrals, it has 
some magnificent windows.

The siege of Cracow has begun. Al- 


ready the heavy siege guns of tho 
Russians are bombarding the fortifi- 
cations of that Galician stronghold, 
and one of the suburbs of the city is 
reported to be in flames. 


This information was received iu 


London from the correspondent of the 
Milan 
Corriere Delia Sera, who is 


•with the Russian army in that section 
of the eastern zone of war. 


The dispatches tell of the smash- 


ing advance of the Muscovite troops 
through the Austrian 
territory and 


their 
defeat ot 
the Austro-German 


forces hurled forward to stop the vic- 
torious advance of the czar's troop-j 
against the stronghold of Galicia and 


rf what is termed the "gateway to Si- 


lesia." 


This advance of the Russians has 


swept back all opposition. They lia\o 
driven their forces ahead, in spite oi 
the intense cold, which has hampered 
the rapid movement of troops.

Russians claim that several detach 
ments have turned tlie defenders on 
the south side of the fortress and that 
the attack is being made from threo 
sides. 


Dispatches from Petrograd say that 


600 prisoners, seven guns and many 
wounded fell into Russian hands in 
Sunday's fighting to the

Lowicz, where the Russians took tea 
miles of German trenches between 
Glovno and Sobota, according to in- 
formation received through trustwor- 
thy sources 


Glovno is sixteen miles northeast 


of Lodz and Sobota is twelve miles 
north of Glovco. The trenches wera 
protected by triple earthworks and 
wire defenses. 


It is semi-officially announced thai 


the Germans have received reinforce- 
ments ot two infantry divisions and 
one cavalry division. 


The occupation of Glovno, Bielav} 


and Sobota straightens and strength 
ens the Russian right wing, which al 
ready is said to have widely outflank- 
ed the German left, bringing the Rus 
sian right from twenty to twenty-five 
miles ahead in its advance on Stry 
kow, where a battle is now raging, 
and puts the German center under an 
attack from Glovno and Lodz.

Warsaw a month ago. They point out 
that the German army is 100 miles

Spinach Is such a good vegetable 
that It should be served often tn vari­ 
ous ways.

simmer until well 
mixed, adding salt to taste.

Have ready some sea­ 
soned broth of chicken or any stock 
or milk and water, pout boiling hot 
into the spinach.

Creamed Macaroni.—Have a good 
steed saucepan of boiling water well 
salted, drop in three fourths of a pound 
ol macaroni, an onion stuck with two 
cloves and a tablespoonful of butter, 
cook rapidly for 45 minutes, then drain» 
remove tho on(on and replace the 
saucepan with a quarter of a cupful 
each of Parmesan and Swiss cheese» 
grated, a dash of pepper and nutmeg 
and a half pint of well seasoned broth, 
and four tablespoonfuls of cream. Cook 
five minutes, and serve before the 
cheese gets ropy. 


Polenta.—Into three pints of fast 
boiling water put a tablespoonful of 
olive oil and a pinch of salt, sprinkle 
in gradually one piut of corn meal, 
stir and cook until smooth, then allow 
to cook two hours or longer. 
Stir 
occasionally, and cook in a double 
boiler; then there Is no fear of scorch­ 
ing. Have ready somo thickened gravy 
and a half pint of strained thickened 
tomato. 
Fill a baking dish with the 
cooked mush, gravy, and tomato, alter­ 
nating them in layers. 
Sprinkle the 
top layer with grated cheese, place in 
the oven and cook until brown.

W herever you go nowsdays there's 
rery likely to he a dictograph listen* 
Ing to every word you say and trans­ 
mitting the sound of your voice to 
somebody whose ears perhaps you 
don’t care s t all about having your 
conversation roach, tn New York city 
It is said 60 dictographs ore purchased 
every wesk by Jerftous husbands snd 
wives, but the number of these de­ 
vices used for such doubtful domestlo 
purposes Is small compared wRh those 
which are being Installed for com* 
morels! purposes la offices, stores and 
factories. 
. 


The use of the dictograph to secure 
evidence In a number of sonsstional 
criminal cases hss made the public 
quite familiar with the methods by 
which it mskes widespread eaves­ 
dropping possible. 
The transm itter 
Is a little disk so small that only a 
careful search will reveal It when put 
in place behind a picture or some- 
whero else on the well. 
This trans­ 
m itter is so sensitive that it will carry 
every sound uttered In a room for long 
distances. Carefully concealed wires 
connect it with the receiving .end of 
the appatfetuB, which Is often dis­ 
guised as a paper weight or hidden 
away in a desk. 


The work of paying tellers in msny 
large banks is greatly simplified by 
the use of the, dictograph. When a de­ 
positor calls to withdraw a large 
amount the teller may not be sure 
that the account shows a sufficient 
balance to cover the withdrawal, but 
he does not like to offend by stating 
his doubts. 


So the teller presses a button to sig­ 
nal a bookkeeper to put his ear to the 
other end of the dictograph system, 
whose transm itter Is concealed In the 
teller’s counter. Then the teller picks 
up the check and rem arks casually 
but distinctly enough for the dicto­ 
graph to carry his words; “Two thou­ 
sand dollars. 
How will you have it, 
Mr. Blank?” 


This question Is the signal for the 
bookkeeper to turn to the ledger and 
see if Mr. Blank’s accodnt is good for 
$2,000. If it is he quickly signals the 
teller by ringing a buzzer once; if it is 
not, he gives two rings.

carbonlo acid in the blood having been 
reduced below the amount necesssry 
to atim ulate' the respiratory center, 
one falls Into a period of apnoea fol­ 
lowed by Cheyne-Stokes breathing, 
like an engine with a sensitive gov* 
ernor snd no flywheel.

That 1« what i call the wo­ 
man's influence on the moral Questions 
involved in war.“ 


But the woman is paying a terrible 
price. Miss Boardman declared. 
She 
must stay at home while loved ones 
are lighting in the trendies. She must 
suffer the torture of »lienee or worse 
—the torture of knowing that her loved 
ones have been killed or wounded. 


“Woman has been called the great­ 
est victim of war,“ Miss Boardman 
said, 
’i t is all too true. 
She is the 
greatest victim of th^ present strug­ 
gle.1* 


But woman's part in the world after 
the war is over can be more influen­ 
tial than ever. Miss Boardman held. 
Hhe favored formation of “a uonpollti- 
cii women’s party.“ which would deal 
with affairs not involving business or 
politics. 


“Sueh a party.” she said, '’could lend 
its influence toward permanent peace 
—and its influence would be one of the 
strongest influences to maintain this. 
The Individual and the mass must be 
educated to abhor war, to be willing 
to submit to arbitration and to have 
a sort of world i>o!itlcs. and women can 
play their part in fostering this spirit 
hereafter."

GEMS OF OLD WORLD 


PRPNCH CATHtDRALt MAftVKU 
OF ARCHITECTURAL ART* 


Rlcti In Historic Interest, and of iur* 
p*sslng Besuty, Thslr Damage In 
Present War Is Matter for 
Keen Regret, 


Reims cathedral, partly destroyed 
during tho recent bombardment, was 
regarded as the Westminster abbey 
of France. 
On Its site, according to 
legend, Clovis was baptized In the 
fifth century, and there Joan of Aro 
saw the consecration of Charles Vlf. 
There also, the kings of France wert* 
crowned and anointed. 


Two of the u b lef features of the 
cathedral, which dates back to 1211, 
wero the most famous rose window 
of the world, almost forty feet In di­ 
ameter, and tho 630 statues adorning 
the portals and facades, Including 42 
colossal 
statues of French 
kings. 
Near the north portal was ono of the 
masterpieces of Gothic sculpture, rep* 
resenting tho 'T^ast Judgment," with 
a figure of Christ In the attitude of 
benediction. 


The Interior was world-renowned 
for Its exquisite stained glass, its six* 
toenth-century tapestries and great 
organ, one of the finest in Europe. 


Although not quite so rich In his­ 
torical interest, the cathedral of Notre 
Dame in Paris Is more ancient than 
that of Reims, tho main building hav­ 
ing been begun in the twelfth cen­ 
tury. • It is said that if the pillars of 
Notre Dame could speak they mleht 
tell the whole history of France. The 
only coronation celebrated there was 
that of Henry VI of England in 1431. 


Perhaps the finest feature of Notre 
Dame In Paris is tho Sainte Chapelle, 
built by St. Louis in 1245-8 for the re­ 
ception of the various relics which he 
brought from the Holy Land. 
This 
chapel is perhaps the greatest exist­ 
ing masterpiece of Gothic art. 


Amiens cathedral is another of 
France's thirteenth century churches 
to which the world pays visits. This 
was the church which Ruskin and 
other people have described as “the 
finest existing medieval 'structure." 
Its 
incomparable 
facade, 
galleries 
filled with the statues of kings, its 
superb windows and tapestries, and 
above all its beautiful choir-stalls and 
chapels, make the Amiens cathedral 
incomparable in many respects.^ 


Of special historical interest to the 
English is the cathedral of Rouen, for 
it was there that the heart of Richard 
Coeur de Lion was buried prior to its 
being removed to the Museum of An­ 
tiquities. Another interesting fact re­ 
garding the Rouen cathedral is that 
tho notablo south tower was built at 
tho end of the fifteenth century with 
what was termed “indulgence“ money, 
received by the church for permission 
to eat butter during L ent 
The glorious cathedral of Chartres, 
built chiefly between 1194 and 1260, 
is noted for its solidity as well as 
beauty, one of its two spires being 
generally regarded as the most beau­ 
tiful on the continent. Like most oth­ 
er famous French cathedrals, It has 
some magnificent windows.

The alege of Cracow has begun. Al* 
ready the heavy siege guns of tho 
Russians are bombarding the fortifi­ 
cations of that Galician stronghold, 
and* one of the suburbs of the city is 
roported to be in flames. 


This information was received in 
London from tho correspondent of the 
Milan 
Corriere Della Sera, who is 
with the Russian army in that section 
of the eastern zone of war. 


The dispatches tell of the smash* 
ing advance of the Muscovite troops 
through the Austrian 
territory and 
their 
defeat of 
the Austro-German 
forccs hurled forward to stop the vic­ 
torious advance of the czar’s troopa 
against the stronghold of Galicia and 
¿what is termed the “gateway to Si* 
lesia.” 


This advance of the Russians has 
awept back all opposition. They havci 
driven their forces ahead, in spite of 
the intense cold, which has hampered 
the rapid movement of troops. 
Thu 
Russians claim that several detach­ 
ments have turned the defenders on 
the south side of the fortress and that 
the attack is being made from tlireo 
sides. 


Dispatches from Petrograd say that 
600 prisoners, seven guns and many 
wounded fell into Russian hands in 
Sunday’s fighting to the 
west 
of 
Lowicz, where the Russians took ten 
miles of German trenches between 
Glovno and Sobota, according to in* 
formation received through trustwor­ 
thy sources. 


Glovno is sixteen miles northeast 
of Lodz and Sobota is twelve mileu 
north of Glovno. The trenches wero 
protected by triple earthworks and 
wire defenses. 


It is serui-officially announced that 
the Germans have received reinforce­ 
ments of two infantry divisions and 
one cavalry division. 


The occupation of Glovno, Bielav^f 
and Sobota straightens and strength 
ens the Russian right wing, which al­ 
ready is said to have widely outflank 
ed the German left, bringing the Rus* 
sian right from twenty to twenty-ftva 
miles ahead in its advance on Stry 
kow, where a battle is now raging 
and puts the German center under an 
attack from Glovno and Lodz. 


Military experts are of the opinion 
that 
the 
German position around 
Lodz is far more critical than it was 
during the initial 
reverses 
around 
Warsaw a month ago. They point out 
that the German army is 100 miles 
from Thorn, its base, and the fact 
that the occupation of its present pc* 
sition 
was so precipitate 
indicates 
that the line of retreat was not well 
organized. 


Military observers 
also 
maintain 
that the Germans would be greatlj 
handicapped by the withdrawal even 
should they execute the movement in 
fairly good order. 


The extent of the Russian advance 
in East Prussia between the Mazui 
lakes and the river Angerapp is off!

march. 


The official announcements in Ber 
lin that 65,uu0 Russians had been cap 
tured in the battle of Kutno, coupled 
with the official Petrograd announce 
ments allowing that German force? 
were occupying positions from which 
they had been driven a week ago 
were taken by military experts tc 
mean that the conflict In Poland is 
the most terrific* that has been waged 
by modern armies.
